SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE,

The School Committee presents the tollowing report of the con- 
dition of the schools for the school year 1882-3: 


DISTRICT Wor 
HORACE F. GOSS, PRUDENTIAL COM. 


Summer term taught by Ella McDaniel, of Sprinfield. The 
school was in good condition at the beginning of the term, as the 
same teacher taught the previous term, and had by faithful exertion 
brought the standard of scholarship to a higher grade; nevertheless 
there was good improvement made in all the branches. 

Fall term. The Prudential Committee, appreciating the services 
of Miss McDaniel, engaged her for this term. She iabored with 
her usual energy, finding work for the school hours, and oftentimes 
being obliged to take an extra hour or two after school to complete 
her routine ot duties, so anxious was she that the school should be 
profitable. The pupils were constantly drilled in a practical man- 
ner, and reviews taken sufficiently often to enable the scholars to 
memorize the different branches. We anticipated the same good 
success from Miss McDaniel as characterized her former efforts, and 
were not disappointed in the result. 
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Winter term, taught by Clara A Ross, of New London, a gradu- 
ate of Colby Academy. The course of study at this insti ution of 
learning embraces a wide range of subjects, and among them is 
taught the proper method of disciplining schools. Every graduate 
has practical training in this method, and it is not supposed that 
students receive diplomas until they become proficient in add the 
branches of study. As this teacher is a graduate, it is but fair to 
suppose that she is accomplished and competent in the course of 
study which she pursued; to say that she is 2o0¢ so accomplished can 
not be said with truth. Miss Ross endeavored to govern the school 
in a kind but firm manner, hoping to gain the scholars good will by 
kindness and impartial treatment. Most ef the scholars co-operated 
with her, and she was held in high esteem by them, but there were 
some that had no respect for themselves, consequently had none for 
the teacher, no matter how well they might have been used. Itisa 
very significant fact that the last half of the term was orderly as could 
reasonably be expected. Everything went along smoothly, and 
those parents that had the good sense to send their children, were 
pleased to find that they had made good advancement in their stu- 
dies. Exercises of a practical nature was one the leading features 
of the school. Miss Ross gained many friends while in town, who 
wish her success in all her undertakings.

DANIEL C. CURRIER, PRUDENTIAL COM. 


The school in this district was under the charge of Mrs. Susan 
G. Stocker. The schoiars were all attached to their teacher and 
made excellent progress. Mrs. 8S. deserves a larger school. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


J. MERRIL HASTINGS, PRUDENTIAL COM. 


Summer term, taught by Alice M. Smith. This school was un- 
der good discipline, and there seemed to be mutual confidence be- 
tween teacher and scholars. Progress was made in all the bran- 
ches and the citizens of the district spoke favorably of the school.. 

Winter term, taught by Francello Atwell, of Enfield. The school 
was in session but five weeks, owing to the prevalence of scarlet fe- 
ver in the district, it was deemed prudent to close the school for san- 
itary reasons. Everything indicated a flourishing school. Pupils 
were under subjection, and a good degree of interest was manifested

It is evident to your Committee that the fault found with schools 
is caused by jealousy or ignorance of the tacts concerning them; not 
that every school is perfect, far froin it, but with the hearty co-oper- 
ation of parents the condition of schools would be made more nearly 
so. There is too much of a disposition to take sides with the schol- 
ars, ignoring the possibility of that child’s telling a very plausible 
story in reference to himself, and laying the blame all on the teacher, 
when if the facts of the case were known it would appear that the 
child was guilty of wrong-doing, or breaking some regulation of the 
school, for which some form of punishment would be demanded. 
Especially would punishment be necessary if moral suasion had 
been employed and the child stil] persisted in violating s.me estab- 
lished rule. Yet there are many parents, notwithstanding all this, 
who side with the child and impress upon his or her mind the wrong 
idea, that a teacher has no nights, that a teacher is liable for punish- 
inent inflicted upon a child for wrong-doing, and many other erro- _ 
neous ideas, which are equally absurd. When parents will cease to ‘ 
insti] the spirit of insubordination into their children’s minds, and 
heartily unite with Superintendent and teacher in endeavorirg to 
raise the standard of education higher,—then, and not till then, will 
our district schools reach that degree of perfection which will work 
the most advantage in enabling the youth of our town to gain a prac- 
tical education. 
The Superintendent of Public Instr uction urges the adopsion of

some measure whereby the schools will be lengthened and made 
more profitable.’ This he would do by uniting the smaller districts 
to the larger. . The Town System is mentioned as a practical way to 
accomplish this’ purpose. For the benefit of those who are not famil- 
iar with this system, we subjoin the following, which gives the pro- 
Visions of our statute upon the subject. | 

‘Any town may at any time abolish the school districts therein, 
and shall thereupon forthwith take possession of all the school- 
houses, land, apparatus, and other property owned and used for 
school purposes, which such districts might lawfully sell or convey. 
The property so taken shall be appraised under the direction of the 
town, and at the next annual assessment thereafter, a tax shall be ley- 
ied upon the whole town equai to the amount ef the whole appraisal, 
and there shall be remitted to the tax-payers of each district the said 
appraised value of its property thus taken, or the difference in the 
value of {he property of the several districts may be adjusted in any 
other manner agreed upon by the parties in interest. Such town 
shall then be considered as one district, and shall have all the pow- 
ers and liabilities of the same. Such districts composed of the 
whole town shall, at their annual meeting, elect a board of educa- 
tion, who shall have and exercise all the powers and duties of super- 
in tending and prudential schoo) committees; and should any such 
district neglect to choose such board of education, the selectmen 
shall, on or before the twentieth day of April ensuing, appoint such 
board.” General Laws, Chapters 86 and 87. 

If objections are found to this system, some other method should 
be adopted; let the smaller districts unite with the larger, and have 
two (perhaps three) scnools in town. The only objection to this 
plan, would be, that scholars living in the back districts would have 
quite a distance to travel. This they could do with but little incon- 
venience in the summer and fall, and in the winter the parents 
ought to have sufficient interest in the education of the r children, to 
‘Jend a helping hand,” and see that they are at school every day un- 
less sickness prevents. 

We are aware that the subject of consolidation of school dis- 
tricts has been presented to your notice before. It was needed then, 
it is demanded now, and:action must be taken in the early future 
from necessity.
